"The large majority of smallpox 


cases reported were concentrated 
in the North Central area and in 
some of the Western States," the 
report continues. "More than <!00 
cases were reported in both Min- 
nesota and Iowa, Colorado com- 
ing next with 250 cases." 
The disheartening thing about med- 


ical science's battle with disease is 
that after unselfish men have found 
an .absolute preventativc like vacci- 
nation they face a second fight in 
persuading poor stupid humanity to 
enforce it.

That word, so popular with Ameri- 
cans, isn't applicable to the Japanese 
situation, he said. 


Further, he was slightly annoyed by

"Ter- 
ritorial expansion" is an old-fashion- 
ed phrase, he objected. 


Well, so it is. It has, at least, the

In Ihe 13th century, when ev- 
ery major nation in the world was 
grabbing off every bit. of weakly de- 
fended territory it could find lying 
around loose, everybody knew what 
territorial expansion meant. It meant 
thai somebody's real estate had been 
grabbed by somebody stronger, and 
that thereafter it belonged to the win- 
ner. Thai was lhat. 


It was a crude business, and it was 


a crude phrase that was used to des- 
cribe it. But it had at least a certain 
straightforward honesty.

fense purposes, around Hope. (Edi- 
tor's Note: Local Hope news is re- 
written by special correspondents for 
the out-of-town papers, something this 
newspaper has nothing to do with 
other than originating the local pub- 
lication.) 


And the reason I say that is be- 


cause: When they were putting GOO 
families out of their homes in Feb- 
ruary for Camp Robinson the Little 
Rock papers did not even publish any- 
thing on the people's side.

Japan Strikes 
Back By Freezing 
All United States, 
British Credits 


HYDE PARK-(/P)-Presidcnt Roose- 


velt called into the armed service of 
the United States Saturday all of the 
organized military forces of the Phil- 
lipine government. 


There was no immediate official ex- 


planation of the step but it was re- 
garded as an indication of the United 
states displeasure at the Japanese 
southward move in the Pacific. 


The action followed the freezing of 


Japanese credits in this country in 
quick reply to the Japanese occupa- 
tion of French Indo-China. 


U. S. Army Commanders 


The Philippine forces are to be 


placed under American officers with 
the rank of a general who will desig- 
nate the time when individual units 
and personnel shall be taken into the 
American armed service. 


All the naval units are to be under

capitulation to the Japanese plan of 
'joint defense" of the French followed 
by economic countersteps of Britain 
and America against Japan. 


Settlement Undefended 


The international settlement is vir- 


tually undefended and 
indefensive 


against the thousands of Japanese who 
already are in Japanese controlled 
parts of the city. A garrison of the 
4th regiment of the U. S. Marine corps, 
and lightly armed volunteers are sta- 
tioned there. 


The volunteers merely policed the 


settlement. 


Japan was held likely to take over 


the 3rd power area through the Tokio 
Nanking government for China which 
has long threatened to abolish foreign 
holdings. 


Britain and the United States in- 


dicated they still had many trumps

CCC Completes 
Year Without 
Single Mishap 


Alton's CCC Camp became one of 


78 cnmijs directed by the Soil Con- 
servation Service throughout the Unit- 
ed Stoles to complete n year with- 
out a single lost time accident sur- 
vey by the Safety Council of the Soil 
Conservation Service revealed. 


The camp has received n certi- 


ficate signed by Dr. H. H. Bennett, 
Chief of (he Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice, in recognition of its achievement 
m (ho interest of safety. The enrol- 
lees nnd cnmp personnel received the 
congratulations of Dr. Bennett and 
Louis P. Merrill, regional conservu- 
tor, Soil Conservation Service 
Fort 


Worth, Texas. 


Fifty-nine of tho 391 soil conserva- 


tion camps completed a single yenr 
without u lost time accident Six- 
teen camps finished two successive 
accident-free years, while three were 
able to establish a perfect safety re- 
cord for three successive years. 


"Safely records are important only 


os a symbol of the real achievement 
they represent,"'Dr. Bennett explain- 
ed. "Most of tho enrollees arc less 
than 19 years old, nnd boys are often 
careless. In performing the field work 
of tho camps they operate tractors 
trucks, graders, jack-hammers, axes,' 
saws, and many other tools which 
are dangerous unless operated care- 
fully and with due regard to tho safe- 
ty of others near the ooerator. 


"iL'afc performance decreases 
the 


cczls of operation. More work can be 
accomplished if the enrollees report 
100 per cent to their field 
assign- 


ments, instead of 2 per cent to the 
sick bay. 


"Beyond the purely material advan- 


tages of a safety program is the re- 
cognizable fact that CCC enrollees 
are still in the formative stage. If 
we can help theni learn the advantages 
of doing a job with safely to them- 
selves and theri co-workers, we will 
have made an important contribu- 
tion to their future value as employees 
and citizens. 


"In human values, possibly sur- 


passing any other benefit of a safety 
program is the elimination of unnec- 
essary pain and suffering which are 
in nearly all accidents," Dr. Ben- 
nett said. 


"The Soil Conservation Service ex- 


tends its congratulations to all en- 
rollees in camps completing an ac- 
cident-free year, and to those in camps 
completing an accident-free year, and 
to those in camps which, although 
they did not complete a year with- 
out a lost-time accident, did succeed 
in measurably reducing accidents," 
Merril said.

supervisory personnel, whose job it

Campf," you can still get a good 
dea of all its arrogant impudence, 
ts incredible lack of reasonableness, 
and its generally devious approach 
o the problems of yesterday, today 
and tomorrow through Hackett's in- 
cisive and well-turned comments. 


Hackett shows with disconcerting 


•laritythat the danger of Hitlerism 
s not only that of a possible military 
conquest, but of infecting even such 
d democracy as that of the United 
States with the same political disense 
hat brought Germany in delirium, 
vith the same unreasoning desire to 
use that strength. 


In short, Hackett tells the story 


old so often since Hitler himself tjld 
t 16 years ago—the story of a cynic 
,vho played upon the weaknesses of 


people, even upon his own, until 


icy raised a devouring force which 
o free people can ignore. 


Books From Britain 


German sea raiders are sending food 
nd firearms to the bottom of the 
.tlantie, but they have failed to stop 
le flow of new books to this coun- 


try from England. Two novels and 
a newspaperman's account of blitz 
over Britain provide interesting side- 
lights on what bombs do to the lives 
of Britons other than take them. 


Kathleen Wallace's "Without Sign- 


pos.(s" (Putnam: 
$2.50) 
reveals the 


calm, steady courage of England's lit- 
tle people keeping thumbs up with a 
lump in their throats rather than the 
blazing heroism of those who have 
gone through a Coventry. 


Definitely on the romantic side,

Lack of Foresight by High 


Command 


Joined with these economic and po-

There was the matter of mechanized 


warfare, and tho matter of Germany's 
rearming. For years General De Gaul- 
le had been pleading with the High 
Command that war today was a war 
not of men but of machines; the High 
Command scoffed at his ideas. Instead 
it 'was the Germans who adopted the 
theories he had so clearly outlined in 
his books and his military articles, 
and they adopted them with charac- 
teristic Teuton thoroughness. 


The High Command did nothing to

The High 
Command knew thoroughly of Ger- 
many's rearming of the land and in 
the air. But blithely its generals went 
on their accustomed ways, confident 
that the wars of 19-10 could still be 
won with tactics of the nineteenth 
century.

Why One Farmer Burned His Wheat 


WASHINGTON - If the class irf~ 


dizzy arithmetic will now come to 
order, an effort will be made to ex- 
plain why the wheat farmers in Texas, 
Oklahoma, Kansas, Illinois, Indiana, 
Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and 


Virginia—to mention just a few states 
—are now holding indignation meet- 
ings, petitioning congress and scream- 
ng in anguish over the 49-cents-a- 
bushel wheat penalties slapped on by 
the Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 
istration. 


To understand this sample little pro- 


blem, all you have to do is take the 
case of one farmer who has crcced- 
ed his triplc-A acreage allotment this 
year, and see what can happen to 
him: 


Making it easy, suppose 
Farmer 


Friend has a wheat acreage allot- 
ment of 100 acres. Don't ask 
who 


decided Friend's allotment was only 
100 acres, or how or why it was fixed 
at 100 acres, for that would only add 
to your confusion. Just take it that 
a representative of the man with the 
whiskers came around and told Farm- 
er Friend that he could grow wheat 
this year on only an even hundred 
acres. 


Farmer Friend, however, figuring 


rightly that there would be a good 
market for wheat this year, decided 
to grow wheat on 125 acres. 


An Explanation, Plcuse 


Friend's average yield on wheat has 


been, say, 10 bushels to the acre, but 
this year, what with too much rain, 
his yield was only five bushels to 
the.'acre. Instead of getting a normal 
1000 bushels on his allotted 100 acres, 
he gets only 625 bushels on 125 acres. 
You might think that since his total 
yield is still under his normal yield, 
it wouldn't make any difference, but 
it isn't thai easy. 


The government told him he could 


grow wheal on only 100 acres. So, he 
is permitted to sell without penalty 
only the wheat grown on Ihosc 1.00 
aVes, or 500 bushels. The other 125 
b'ushels is what causes him Ihe Irou- 
ble. 


AAA 
recommends 
that 
Farmer 


Friend store this 125 bushels. If he 
stores it under seal on his own farm, 
the government will pay him 7 cents 
ii bushel the first year, plus 5 cents 
more .the second year. If he stores 
until April 30, 1943, the government 
will pay him 12 cents a bushel, or 
$15, 
just for keeping his own 125 


bushels of excess wheal off the mar- 
ket. If a shortage should develop be- 
fore the expiralion date, the govern- 
ment might permit him lo sell it. 


In storing the 125 bushels, the farm- 


er has 4,0 pul up a personal cash or 
surety bond or get a couple of his 
neighbors to go t>n his bond guaran- 
teeing th.e wheat won't be sold. If 
Jit get* tilt nwghbw* to 30 wi liis 


bond and then sells, the neighbors 
may be stuck. The amount of the 
bond in this case is fixed at 49 cents 
a bushel, or for 125 bushels, it would 
be 561.25. If Farmer Friend sells, he 
forfeits bond. 


Supposing Farmer Friend is a little 


hard up and wants to borrow money 
on his surplus 125 bushels. Well, his 
big-hearted Uncle S'am will extend 
him a loan ut 3 per cent interest 
calculated in this simple little man- 
ner: The AAA national loan rate aver- 
age on wheat for this year is 98 cents 
a bushel. Aguin, don't worry about 
how they arrived, at that figure. Just 
take it, and don't ask silly questions. 
Anyway, the governmenl will loan up 
to 60 per cent of that amount, which 
is 58.8 cents pep bushel. On 125 
bushels in Farmer Friend's sad case, 
this amounts to a loan of $63.40.

heck with all this red tape. Well, 
maybe he can bootleg it and get away 
with it, but the chances are he can't. 
For every farmer, just before harvest 
time, gets his "market card." With- 
out, the market card, the farmer can 
not sell to an elevator or to any 
first buyer. And all first buyers arc 
checked by AAA inspectors to see 
that there's no cheating. 


Fine Thing, This Fine 


To sell legitimately, Farmer Friend 


must pay a penalty on this 125 bushelf, 
of surplus wheat he grew on the 25 
surplus 
acres, 
and 
that penalty 


amounts to one-half the national loan 
rate average of 98 cents a bushel, or 
49 cents a bushel. For 125 bushels this 
would be ?G1.25, which is a pretty 
steep fine to pay tor growing too 
much wheat, in anybody's court. 


Supposing the farmer decides to 


outsmart 'cm by feeding this excess 
wheat to his stock. That's all right, 
says the government, us long as he 
doesn't sell tho stock. But if he is 
selling the stock it would he illegal 
| for him to feed his own hogs witli 
surplus wheat grown on his own 
surplus acres. 


From tliis last point it might be con- 


cluded logically that the farmer could 
grind his own wheat into his own 
flour for his own wife to bake into 
his own bread lo feed to his own 
children—provided he didn't intend lo 
sell the children. 


Anyway, Die foregoing is offered as 


evidence of why one fanner in Mich- 
igan burned his whole crop. That 
was, perhaps, the easiest solution to 
the whole matter.
